The last plave visited 
was St. Panl's. Onptain East concludes 
his report as follows :— 


‘We left on tho morning of the 24th for 
St. Panl’s, making the passage under sail 
until within 160 miles of the island, when 
wo bad to steam, We arrived at eloven 
aM. on the 20th. Found hers a patty of 
French (Ile Bourbon) fishermen, twenty- 
nine in nomber, engaged ‘in catching and 
curing fish. They had a small schooner of 
about 100 tons moored alongside the rocks, 
inside ‘the crater, and were waiting for a 
high tide and: westerly wind to pat. out; 
they had a party of ten at Amsterdam 
Island engaged in the same way. Being 
very hard up for provisions, 1 supplied 
them with 8 owt. of bread, 25 Ibs. of sugar, 
and’ 25 Ibs, of tobacco, taking captain’s 
receipt and name of owner at Bourbon Ile, 
which are forwarded in a separate letter. 
This party bad seen or h nothing of 
any shipwrecked crews.: The boilors, some 
spars, and other parts of the Afiera are 
still lying on .the rocks, We shot four 
goats, blew up with o”torpedo a large 
quantity of fish, enough for the ship's 
company, and Janded twenty-eight rabbits: 
caught at Kerguolen, which I hope in a 
short titse will increase the resonroes of 
this “island. Having now’ completed the 
examination of the various islands accord- 
jog to my orders reccived from their 
Lordehips, we left under sail for Singapore. 
A great many friends of the passengera in 
the Anowsley Ball having written to me, I 
would soggest that a portion of this my 
report might be sent to the putlic papers 
for tho information of those interosted.

This kind is usnally made by. the women’ of 
the family in widths varying from 15 to 25 
inches, but is now rarely found for sale in 
the coast towns. A considerable quantity 
of cloth, however, is now made around Amoy, 
composed of a mixture of English or Indian 
yarn and Shanghai cotton. In the eyes of 
the people the latter has virtues posses 
by no foreign kind. They clsim that ao 
equal weight of foreign cotton, apun and 
woven in the same manner, will not give as 
much warmth as Shanghai cotton, The 
latter is, therefore, mixed with the Indian 
or English yarn, which can be had much 
cheaper than the former can be made, in 
order to secure the desired warmth. This 
mixture has latterly, owing to its compara 
tive cheapness, pretty well driven the home- 
spun from the market, having left nothing 
but the very. coarsest kinds. te peems to be 
mostly wovon in pieces 21 inches wide by 28 
feet long, containing just: enough material 
for an ordinary Chinese jacket and trousers, 
Except a limited number of People about 
the open ports, who have come to know and 
prefer the foreign article on account of its 
¢beapnoss and better. appearance, either na- 
tive homespun or mixed oloth is worn by all 
classes, at all times, and for all purposes, 
For winter underclothing ono of those kinds 
is used by rich and poor alike throughout 
Central and Southern China, where no firea 


ore kept, save the small baskets of charcoal 


carried. about in the hands, There is no 
doubt, however, that if the demand were to 
set in for thia olass it would create the supply.
